desirable that parliament, withoutloss 
of time, should resume the considera- 
tion of the federation of these colonies 
under one national government." 


The New Zealand government pro- 


poses what is called the cheap-money 
scheme, which briefly means that the 
government shall borrow £1,500,000 in 
London every year for advances to 
farmers at the rate of 5 per cent. The 
scheme limits advances on freeholds to 
two-thirds of their value, and on leases 
to half of the lessee's interest. 


The New Zealand parliamentary tariff 


committee has reported strongly in fa- 
vor of reciprocal Australian tariffs, but 
recommends delay until a royal com- 
mission has been appointed to collect 
information bearing upon the matter. 


The trouble between the pastoralists 


and the sheepshearers in Queensland 
was still far from settlement when the 
Arawa left. 
In the legislative assembly on Sep- 


tember 12, during discussion in com- 
mittee of the peace-preservation bill, 
introduced by the government to put 
down the lawless outbreak occasioned 
by the strike, a great scene of confu- 
sion occurred, ending in the suspension 
of seven labor members. Mr. Glassey 
appealed to the government to appoint 
a conciliation committee, with the ob- 
ject of endeavoring to settle the 
strike. 
The government was willing 


to accept several amendments from the 
opposition if the first six clauses of the 
bill were allowed to stand. Mr. Glas- 
sey would not accept a line of the bill 
and absolute disorder ensued. Sev- 
eral members asked to be allowed to 
make an explanation, but the chair- 
man threatened to name all. Nearly 
all the labor members rose to their 
feet and general disorder ensued, 
amidst cheers and cries of "the brutal 
government," etc. 


AVhen order was restored the premier 


moved that the chairman leave the 
chair and report- no progress. Before 
the chairman could put the motion 
several members who had become ob- 
streperous were removed. 


Finally the house adjourned until 


the next day amidst the greatest up- 
roar.

We have been attending school for the 


last 19 months. A good many people 
did not think the tariff had anything to 
do with the prosperity of this country 
and had no relation to our industrial 
progress and no connection with the 
wages of the workingman.

A* August comes on, one finds along 


quiet country roadsides and in wood

SQUARING THE CIRCLE. 


•mil ProWwn WM Attempted Bom* FOOT 


Thonwntt ¥•«• A«°- 


The oldest mathematical book in the 


world, which dates some 4,000 years 
•back and was written in Egypt, con 
tains a rule for squaring the circle, says 
the Engineers', Gazette. 
The rule, 


riven is to shorten the diameter by a 
ninth, and on the; line so obtained to 
construct a square; and this, though 
far from being exact, is near enough 
for most practical purposes. 
Since 


then the amateur squarer of the circle 
has been a thorn in the side of the pro- 
f esBional mathematician. 
Learned so- 


cieties at last, in pure self-defense, 
made a rule that all solutions of thS 
problem sent to them should without 
examination be consigned to the flames. 
In the last century a Frenchman named 
Mathulns was so sure he had suc- 
ceeded in squaring the circle that he 
offered a reward oi $1,000 to anyone 
who proved his solution erroneous. It 
was shown to be erroneous if not to 
his own-satisfaction, at least to that of 
the courts, and he ha£ to pay the 
money 
Mathematicians have long 


been convinced that the solution was 
impossible, but it is only a few years 
since they were able to demonstrate 
this 
A German professor 
named 


Landmann published in 1882 a demon- 
stration, which was accepted by the 
scientific world as satisfactory; so that 
would-be squarers of the circle may 
now rest from their labors, seeing that 
It has been mathematically proved that 
the thing cannot be done. 


Work> Jart Hke the Hand. 


A New England firm has just com- 


pleted a machine capable of counting 
and binding in packs 500,000 postal 
cards in ten. hours. The postal cards 
are printed and cut by another ma- 
chine but this one counts them and 
makes them into packs of twenty-five 
each. The most ingenious parts of the 
machine.are the fingers and thumbs, 
so to speak, used in wrapping the nar- 
row strip of paper around each pack. 
The paper is pulled aS the reel by two 
long, slender fingers that come up 
from underneath; another finger dips 
itself into the box oi mucilage and 
daubs the end of another finger, winch 
in torn applies the mucilage to the 
narrow strip of paper at just the right 
spot. The strip is wrapped about the 
pack of cards, a thumb comes up and 
presses the mucilage part down hard, 
and the thing is done.

A Splendid Addrerw by the Champion of 


Protection—A Knpld Speaker. 


The Republicans and many thinking
